cate an explosion of sin h terrine force 
that it s e em s impossible that any one 
could have 
survived it. 
All of the 
thirteen bodies taken out were terri­ 
bly mutilated and three of them are 
headless. 
This is the third mine disaster since 
the first of the month in the veins of 
bituminous coal 
underlying W estern 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia, for 
the Naomi mine near Payette Pity and 
the two mines at Monongah, W. \ a., 
in which the earlier explosions hap­ 
pened. are in the sa m e belt as the lo­ 
cal workings. 
This latest catastrophe 
sw ells the number of victims of dead 
Iv gas for the nineteen days to be­ 
tween 55U and OOO. 
That 
the 
disaster 
here does 
not 
equal or even surpass in loss of life 
and attendant horrors the one in West 
Virginia, is due to the devotion to 
church duties of a considerable n um ­ 
ber of the miners.

miles. 
At the same time there c a m e 
out of the mouth of the mine an im­ 
m e n s e cloud of dense sm oke and dust 
that Moated across th** Youghiogheny 
river. 
Intuitively every one in the vicinity

only a portion of those who started 
for the scene were able to reach it 
T o those who could not cross the w a­ 
ter, th** sm oke and dust pouring from 
th e mine's mouth told a story of seeth ­ 
ing flames hack in the workings and 
from this source cam e persistent re­ 
ports that the mine was burning. Th e 
ventilating fans were kept in opera 
lion almost without interruption, h o w ­ 
ever. the power plant

One M a n Escapes Death. 


Joseph Mapleton, a pumper, emerged 
from one of the side entrances short­ 
ly after the explosion. 
He had lef' 
the part of the mine where most of 
the men were working and was on th*1 
way to the engin e room for oil. 
Mapleton 
was 
slightly 
cut 
and 
bruised. 
William Kelvington. superintendent 
of the mine, quickly organized rescu­ 
ing parties, starting one force of tw e n ­ 
ty five men with reliefs at short inter 
\a1s in the main entry and a similar 
force at a side entry. 
It is hoped to 
reach the greater part of the victims 
through the latter. 
So far little troll 
hie has been encountered on account 
of gas or lack of air by the rescuers.

their loved rn es and that tho company 
will do everything possible to bring 
out the men, dead or alive, at the 
e a r l i e s t moment.

caution is taken 


Dr. 
Boise, city and county health 
officer, today issed orders that the city 
schools, 
which close today, should not 
reopen for two weeks. 
The first day 
will therefore be January 6th instead 
of December 30th. 
In speaking of the 
matter to a DISPATCH representative 
Dr. Boise said that there is no occasion 
for a panic over conditions, there being 
few er cases of diphtheria in 
Brainerd 
than in Little Falls, Duluth, and most 
other towns in the state. 
He deemed 
it best, however, as a precautionary 
measure to postpone the opening of the 
schools until that date. 
This will give 
opportunity for any exposures prior to 
the closing of the schools to make 
them selves manifest. 
All public school 
buildings will also be thoroughly disin­ 
fected and all families in which there 
have been cases of the disease will be 
subjected to a bacteriological test be­ 
fore the children are permitted to again 
enter the 
schools. 
Dr. Beise 
also 
especially requests all families in which 
there have been cases of the disease to 
keep their children from frequenting 
public placesor mingling with the other 
children for several weeks after being 
released from quarantine. 
There are at present nine families 
under quarantine in the city, all of the 
cases being very mild. 
Therein lies the 
danger, says Dr. Beise. 
In several 
cases the children have been feeling 
poorly for some days and have been 
mixing with their playmates utterly 
unaware that they were suffering with 
anything more serious than a severe 
cold. 
Dr. 
Beise 
also urges 
all 
families 
where 
there 
is 
any­ 
one sick 
to carefully 
examine 
the 
throat. 
If badly inflamed or if there 
are white spots a physician should be 
called at once. 
Instructions have been issued to the 
theaters and skating rinks to exclude 
all children under fifteen from their 
houses until further notice and 
infect their houses daily. 
Pet cats and dogs and birds carry the 
infection and even become 
afflicted 
with the disease anti should be rigidly 
excluded from rooms where there is 
sickness.
